The earth was passing through the 
outer confines of the corona or ex­ 
terior envelope of the sun on the 
night of Majrch 22 when the inhabi­ 
tants of the northern portion of the 
United States witnessed the great 
aurora in the skies, says professor 
Monroe B. Snyder, Director of the 
Philadelphia Observatory. 
The astronomer declared 
in 
a 
statem ent to The Associated Press 
that the “universal force of radio­ 
action” on the sun “hurled the final 
atoms of an explosion, namely elec­ 
trified hydrogen and probably he­ 
lium, straignt to earth.” 
Professor 
Snyder’s 
observations 
follow: 
“The recent aurora is a fine indi­ 
cation of the explosive atomic dis­ 
integration which takes place at the 
surface of the sun and is responsible 
for its prominence, spots, and coro­ 
na. Our discovery of the magniture 
and precise atomic order of the ex­ 
plosion of *he chemical elements in 
the sun, and in the stars generally, 
leads to conceptions of the aurora 
and the accompanying magnetic and 
electric storms, which are beyond 
any doubt is to their validity. 
“During the hours of 
Monday 
night last, the earth was, in a very 
true sense, and to the relight of us 
all, passing through the outer con­ 
fines of the solar corona. The same 
universal force of raipoaction which 
disintegrates- the atoms in stupend­ 
ous localized Kraratoas, or Mont 
Pelees, on the sun, and produces 
the hydrogen of the coronal stream­ 
ers, then also hurled the final atoms 
of that explosion, namely * electri­ 
fied hydrogen, and probably helium, 
straight to the earth.

The theory of Vegard, the Swedish 
physicist, which has explained the 
wonderful curtained auroras as due 
to hydrogen particles, of positive 
electric charge, is now shown to be 
unquestionably true, in that it is 
but a logical result of the explosive 
eruption of the electric hydrogen 
from the sun. 
“The well-known delay, or lag in 
time, between the solar eruption 
and the appearance of the magnetic 
storm, and accompanying aurora, on 
the earth, of about 45 hours, is due - 
to the time taken for the hydrogen 
atoms to travel frrm the sun to the 
earth. The rate of travel is about 
575 miles per second, or somewhat 
in excess of the rate of the upward 
movement of the gases in some of 
the great solar prominences. 
“The numerous and complex de­ 
tails of the auroral phenomena are 
found thus to receive, for the first 
time, reasonable explanation. Addi-

prices higher than they have been 
in fifty years, is the prediction of 
the sugar experts. 
Next fall and winter, it is stated 
probably will see sugar sold in mea-* 
ger rations at almost prohibitive! 
cost. 
With no government regulations 
in force to control speculation, there 
is practically no hope in the sugar 
outlook, according to those who 
know conditions intimately. 
“No one can tell just how high 
prices will be next winter,” says 
E. W. Mayo, one of the editors of 
“Facts About Sugar.” 
“Right now sugar is not quite 
as high as it has been. Raw sugar 
is at l l cents as against 12 1-2 
cents a month or so ago. Refined 
sugar is 16 cents a pound at the 
refinery 
and 
should 
reach 
con­ 
sumers at 17 or IS cents. 
“The reason for the slight reduc­ 
tions is that the Cuban raw sugar 
crop is arriving on the market, but 
by May this supply will end. 
“From that time on there will be 
a constantly decreasing supply. The 
real shortage, and consequent infla­ 
tion of prices, will begin, probably, 
in September or October.” 
Between the consumer and the 
prospect of terrific sugar prices 
there is no visible relief. The gen­ 
eral prohibitions against extortion­ 
ate prices contained in the Lever 
act give little hope because Attor­ 
ney General Palmer has not shown 
himself able to use that act to pro­ 
tect the public from profiteering in 
other food stuffs.
